■W^HY not a provincial aquarium in V'ictoria? 
” Now is the time to think about the idea. 

The government is planning a new provincial 
museum. An aquarium would go with it perfectly. 

A Victoria man, Ted Calder, a few years ago 
suggested an undersea tunnel of transparent 
plastic, with fish corrals on each side. This 
wmuld enable people to walk on the sea floor 
and observe in a natural setting. 

It would take an engineer to decide whether 
such a plan was safe and feasible. If the undersea 
tunnel were built—perhaps across a small bay— 
H could be eoupled with an aquarium building on 
land as well 

There are several reasons why Victoria would 
be the idMl place for a provincial aquarium. It’s 
the capital. It's a fishing centre, a port and a uni¬ 
versity town. It’s a tourist centre. Tens of thou¬ 
sands of visitors pass through the city each year. 

By charging a small fee for admission, and 
Including a restaurant with a view of the under¬ 
sea world, the management might make the 
aquarium pay for itself. 

However, that would be an extra, unexpect¬ 
ed blessing. The aquarium would be worthwhile 
for its own sake, as tourist bait and as a place for 
children and grown-upa—both serious students 
and sightseers—to learn about life underwater, 
s * *

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Trade With Cuba 


•TTIERE is little doubt that Can- 
^ ada’s declared policy of continu¬ 
ing trade relations with Cuba is 
causing much concern in Washington 
particularly in view of the United 
States government's application of 
strong economic Sanctions against 
the Castro regime. 

The American decision in placing 
an all-out embargo on Cuban trade 
Is understandable in view of the 
seizure of millions of dollars worth 
of American holdings in Cuba. Some 
retaliatory move waa to be expected. 

Nevertheless the cold facts are 
that Canada’s refusal to join in 
Cuban sanctions will repnove much 
of the effectiveness of the American 
actioa As long as Cuba can still 
obtain the goods and machinery It 
needs from Canada such restriedons 
will cause tittle, if any, hardship to 
Premier Castro and his peogle. 

The Canadian govemmeiifs stand 
is a legitimate one, however. Canada 
has not suffered at the hands of the 
Ciwtro administration—in fact the 
Cuban government appears to be 
tending fver backward to maintain 
friendly relations between the two 
countries. Nor was^nada a party 


to the collective action taken by the 
Organization of American States 
against the governments of Cuba and 
the Dominican Republic. It is also 
true that the latter nation—now cut 
off from all trade with other Amer¬ 
ican states—is presently buying oil 
from Canada. 

It would be foolish to suppose 
that Canada's continuation of free 
trade with these two countries has 
gone unremarked by either the 
United States or the other OAS- 
memter nations and it is to be ex¬ 
pected that heavy diplomatic pres¬ 
sure will be exert^. 

The effect that such pressure will 
have may be an indication of which 
direction our future Latin American 
policy will follow. It is no secret that 
External Affairs Minister Howard 
Green has long favored closer rela¬ 
tions between Canada and the Latin 
republics and is closely studying the 
merits of Canadian membership in 
the OAS. 

How this latest development and 
its effect on international harmony 
will jibe with Mr. Green’s major pur¬ 
pose of working toward a lessening 
of world tension remains to be seen. 


Unwarranted Slur 


ENERAUTIHS are dangerous 
when applied to racial questions. 
Magistrate 'A. C. Sutton of Duncan 
has aroused astonishment and indig¬ 
nation by his sweeping condemnation 
of the behavior of boys of Chinese 
extractioa His criticism appears to 
reflect prejudice, and calls for re¬ 
traction not only in fairness to all 
Canadians of Chinese origin but also 
for the pres e rvation of that respect 
which Canadian courts at all levels 
ahould be accorded. 

In his comments on a case which 
he heard as Judge of the Juvenile 
court there was also the element of 
absurdity, compounded by apparent 
lack of understanding of the immi¬ 
gration laws of the country. 

In finding a 14-year-old Chinese 
boy to be deUnquent, Mr. Sutton 
made this rash observation; “If you 
don’t behave the government wlD 
send you back to China. Things 
aren’t very good in China.” 

As a magistrate Mr. Sutton 
should know that It would be Impos¬ 
sible to deport a boy of 14 without 
deporting nis parents or guardians 
along with him; and if he were 
Canadlan-bom no power in Canada 
could expel him. 

To make matters worse the mag¬ 
istrate then went on to traduce all 
young Chlnese-Canadians by indulg¬ 


ing in generalities not substantiated 
by facts: 

"Fifty or 60 years ago the Chi¬ 
nese were good citizens. But some of 
the modem boys are a nuisance and 
can’t be trusted. Quite a few are too 
cocky.” 

There are a great many boys of 
Chinese parentage here, and the low 
incidence of crime and delinquency 
among them is one of the many 
things contributing to the warm re¬ 
spect in which the people of Chinese 
antecedents are held. It is commonly 
said, with good cause, that the 
Chinese are among the best, if not 
the best, of our ciUzens. 

Apart from that, it would be in¬ 
teresting to know by what Magistrate 
Sutton would measure the attributes 
of a “good” Chinese boy. Does he 
expect the young ChineM. brought 
up and schmled side by side with 
boys of the many other races making 
up Canada, to maintain the menial 
subservience which used to be ex¬ 
pected of house-boys? Flhy or 60 
years ago the Chinese brought to 
Canada to provide cheap labor were 
not far removed from slavery, and 
the objects of discriminatory prac¬ 
tices which would not be tolerated 
today.

If they must stand and 
sten to a procession of speakers 
from the same soapbox one fears the 
venture will soon collapse from sheer 
boredom.

them. It is the variety and spice of 
verbal rivalry that gives a speakers’ 
comer its validity. 

There must te some background 
regulation. A policeman will have to 
te on hand to see that no disorder 
develops, and speakers will have to 
te careful of the laws of slander. 
Beyond that the less conformity the 
tetter. The ego of each speaker 
should te permitted a soapbox of his 
own, simultaneously with half-a- 
dozen others if that number of or¬ 
ators are straining at the leash. And 
there should te no need for hand¬ 
bells.

That should te ample for 
everyone, no favors asked or granted.

In Defence of UN Actions

I T is probsbly Just as well that Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev wasn’t In the 
United Nations General Asaembiy to hear 
Serretary-Goneral 0^^i Hammarakjol<fa 
latest defence of UN actions in the Coniro. 

Hammarskjold’a return Monday to a 
defence of UN policies In the Congo was 
couched in carefully reasonable terms, 
but he took sharp Issue with Khrushchev 
and other speakers who have stressed 
laoUited UN actions In the turbulent re* 
public. Principal among these actions 
were the UN's temporary seizure of Leo¬ 
poldville Radio ai>d Congolese airports 
In defiance of now-deposed Premier Pa¬ 
trice Lumumba. 

**10 my perspective these sctlona are 
detail.s In a vast pattern of activity.' 
Hammarskjold said. "Important though 
they may be In themselves, they are 
only hlghly-puhbctaed events which may 
have occurred when, In the course of 
pnUUcal complicatlnna of the situation, 
the activities of the organization, be¬ 
cause of the principles which it must 
maintain, momentarily may seem to 
have collided with some specific party 
Interests. 

HammarekjoM paid rmging tribute 
to the "nameltee" Congolese officlale 
who seek not rule or publicity but 
merely to serve their country—aubord- 
Inating themaelveB to Its needs instead 
bf Marching for power. 
























‘‘Well, back to the old humdrum routine** 


On behalf of ITN personnel In the 
Congo he made this plea: 

‘Blame them for their ahoiicomlnga. 
\y you will, say that they ahould do 
f^ore. if you believe that you are en- 
ftted to say so: criticize this or thet 
decision they have taken, because In 
your perspective another decision might 
have been better, but do no throw doubt 
on their honesty and eerkmanets. do not

The UN had been accu^ of usurp¬ 
ing the power of the rightful authorities 
and "reinstltutlng some kind of colonial¬ 
ism.** said Hammarskjold.

Unlike his counterpart in other 
parts of the CommoilAalth he la ig¬ 
nored by the periodic London honors 
lists which recognise courege and 
meritorious service. 

This of course sterna from the 
studied aversion by Ottawa authori¬ 
ties of titular honors. It la feared 
that the social structure would be 
undermined if Canada aUowed Its 
dtlsens to receive a Queen's reward 
Titles perhape one can understand, 
but the negative is carried too far. 

Paradoxically too, there art hun¬ 
dreds of Canadians who in their beat 
Wb and tucker can sport a decoration; 
but these were awards given for war¬ 
time service either abroad or at home. 
What a Canadian may safely accept in 
war- and carry forward into the pMt- 
war—he cannot accept In peace, 
an odd situation. 

'The engineer corporal may. there¬ 
fore. be suitably rewarded for hla 
resourcefulness by sn award from 
London, and one hopes the recom¬ 
mendation wil go forth from Ottawa. 
He will get no medal from hla own 
country, however; It doesn't have one 
to give. 

Alone probably of all natlona 
Canada hu no awards of thlg kind lo 
bestow. When they get round te fraiB- 
ing s new constitution the powers, 
that-be might give this some thoufht. 

There ere several Canadian dec¬ 
orations extant the armed forces 
can qualify for about half a doxen but 
thes are confined to long aerviee and 
good conduct In uniform. They do not 
meet the needs of vak>r or special 
diatinclion. 

True enough there la, or at least

nurtured by Conaerva{ive publicists, 

1 suspect~to liken John Diefenbaker 
to William Lyon Mackenzie King. 

The prime minister la identified as 
a student and admirer of King. There 
la no doubt that the emotional Diefen- 
baker~-whlch U a good deal of the 
man -had a personal fondness for 
hla old political adversary. King was 
a pupil of Dielenbaker’a father. King 
was the first person to send condol¬ 
ences on the death of the elder 
Diefenbaker. And there is much in 
King the political genius and King 
the post war atatesnuin for any man 
In Diefenbaker’a position to admire. 

One would think it would be more 
fitting that Diefenbaker should be 
likened to former Conservative pre¬ 
miers. And lideed there was an effort 
a couple, of 3 ^rs ago to identify him 
as s second Sir John A. Macdonald: 
Just as Sir John A. had the vision of 
a Canada united from sea to sea by 
bands of ateel. ao Diefenbaker had 
the vision of a Canada thriving on its 
storehouse of Arctic riches reached 
by roeds fingering northward. 

Since the vision dimmed there has 
been little tendency to continue the 
comparison of the abstemious Diefen¬ 
baker with the brilliant luah who was 
the country's first prime minister. 
And there is scant profit In likening 
Diefenbaker to the grey Sir Robert 
Borden, or to R. B. Bennett, whose 
nanw carries connotations of the 
Great Depression. 

* * * 

So Diefenbaker la slowly being 
portrayed as .the ideological aucceaaor 
to Mackenzie ’king—a man whoee 
name has connotations of political 
greatnen and humanltarianlsm. This 
is -a little unfair to Lester Pearson— 
like having a stranger, by devious 


means, doing one out of one's 
patrimony, ^t It la entirely in keep¬ 
ing with the baak strategy of the 
DIefenbeker party, which Is to move 
away from the right wing position 
the party occupied under the leader¬ 
ship ol| George Drew, and Into the 
broad middle of the road that Mac¬ 
kenzie King's Liberals occupied for 
a quarter of a century. 

Pressed by Tory liberalism, the 
Liberals are to conaiderable degree In 
the position of having to chooae 
between me-tooing or moving farther 
left while there Is yet time. bef<Mie 
the CCF-Labor "New Party" makes 
this manoeuvre much more difficult. 
The question Is: where do more 
votes lie? In holding to the kind of 
Liberalism that kept the party in 
power for a solid 22 years, or in 
mixing in more modem Uberalisaa? 

* * * 

In 1P45 King gingered up his 
cabinet, bringing in a strong Imven- 
Ing of live wire Liberals: Paul Martin, 
Douglas Abbott, Brooke Claxton. 
Lionel Chevrier and Frank Bridges. 
Many people consider ^ia a stroke 
•f political genius that enabled King 
to survive the *45 clectioA. 

Last week EMefenbaker reorgan¬ 
ized his cabinet, bringing in two live 
wire Tones, Ernest Halpenny and 
Walter Dinadale. and two others— 
Hugh John Flemming ,and Noel 
Dorlon--whose voltage remains to 
be tested since the Tory reverses in 
New Brunswick and Quebec. The 
reorganization is obviously not yet 
complete~but neithar la an election 
Imminent. 

Will the stratagem work as well 
for the pupil as for the old master? 
Nobody knows. But it does feed the 
lUuslop that in Diefenbaker the 
country has a latter day Mackenzie 
King.

A .S obser\er who travelled exten 
sively with Vice-President Nixon 
in the congreaaional campaign of 195B 
retails an incident that throws light 
en his position at this climactic potni 
in the race for the presidency. 

At sn early background breakfast 
for correspondents touring with him 
he said that tn the heat of a contest 
with pressures from every side he 
Invariably found himself taking 
stands that wefe more conservative 
than hit position In fact was. A little 
later he met for a second breakfast 
with important contribuiogs to the 
Republican campaign cheat. He is 
reported lo have told them that in 
the hMt of a contest he was in¬ 
variably pushed Into taking stands 
more liberal than his normal outlook. 

Today, aa the presidential cam¬ 
paign warms up, Nixon la being 
pushed rapidly toward the right. In¬ 
creasingly as he applies such shib¬ 
boleths as ‘*war party" and "ap¬ 
peaser" to the Democrats and his 
opponent. Senator Kennedy, he la 
moving over onto the aide of those 
In the right wing of his party who 
have always given him his principal 
support.

A striking instance of this is hit 
shift on the Connally Amendment 
restricting American acceptance of 
the JuriadictkNi of the Intemetlonal 
Court of Justice at The Hague. Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower has several times 
called for repeal of the amendment, 
as had Nixon. Such Nixon backers 
as Charles Rhyne, former president 
of the American Bar Association, 
have made It a cardinal point in their 
appeal for the rule of law in the 
world. 

But at the same time the old 
isolationlats, nationalist forces en the 
Republican right have been sharp- 
shooting at Nixon for Joining with 
those who would sacrifice any 
smallest share of America's sover¬ 
eignty to a world court. And so a 
wedk ago Sen. ^rry Goldwater, tha 
darting of theae forces, let It bo 
known that the vice-president had 
altered his- poeltlon. llila was done 
through a letter sent to those inquir¬ 
ing about hia stand on the rontro- 
vertial am^idment.

Tough witlT Hoodlums

*HERE will be widespread ap¬ 
proval of Magistrate Donald 
Graham's tough stand in cases In¬ 
volving assaults on police officers. 

.Sentencing a Toronto man to 30 daya 
for attacking three officeri. the mag- 
iatrate warned that, from now on. 
anyone he convicta of thia type of 
offence can expect a jail sentence. 

Our society doesn't tolerate rough¬ 
ing up of prlsonera: why should It 
take an eaayiroing view of assaults 
on its own agents of law and order? 

An officer apprehending an offender 
Is often in effect a man with one 
arm tied behind his back. He must 
depend on the authority of his uni¬ 
form snd hia office to secure respect 


That respect is undermined when 
hoodlums can set about officers arul 
yet get off lightly. Once this prece¬ 
dent is establlihed. police-baiting 
acquires the stature of heroism for 
hoodlums and their gang molU and 
the like. 

What no one should lone sight of 
Is the fact that the policeman is 
society’s agent, acting on its behalf 
and dependent mostly on the co-optr- 
•Uon of the ordinary ciUaaa Hood¬ 
lums must be taught It Just doaan't 
pay to flout either die law or Its 
officors. If they imagina they can 
buy their own brand of herolMn 
rhsopiy. then it's up to magiitraies 
to make the cost problMtlvc.. 


It Is the kind of letter that lawyers 
can happily con over in interpreting 
its possible meanings. The layman, 
however, will be somewhat puzzled 
by language that aays: 

"I believe the Connally Amend¬ 
ment ahould be replaced by a new 
reservation which should he so 
phrased that the dsclaratlen will noc 
apply to disputes which are essen 
daily within the domestic jurisdktloD 
of the United States of America or 
to disputes involving the national 
security of the United States of 
America. With such a dedaraUon we 
will protect our sovereignty through 
protecdons that the Connally Amend¬ 
ment does not give and at the same 
time strengthen our wortd position 
by taking the leadership In indicating 
our willingness, under proper sefe- 
guards, to settle our disputes with 
other nations through the rule of law 
rather than resort to force." 

But If this Is a significant indi¬ 
cator of the shift It Is comparatively 
unimportant when put alongside the 
way in which progressively Nixon 
has imputed deliberate appeasement 
to Kennedy on the Quemoy-Mstsu 
issue. He began by saying that he 
knew his opponent’s aims were the 
same as his-paace without sur¬ 
render.

I don’t think I ^ver *iw a garden 
tires that could be con- 
really interesting. The lark 
f trees makes commonplace many 

plot which would otherwise 
ao|uire gi’ace and beauty, yet the 
misu.se trees has ruined many a 
promising scene. Tlie woi-st form of 
misase is. of course, the common 
fault of overcrowding, which leads 
inevitably to the day when a lovely 
tree must be mutilated with saw 
and secateurs. 

In choosing trees for your garden, 
ft is wise to keep in mind the arch* 
itectuial form or shape of the tree, 
the beauty of It.s foliage and the 
happy effect of the shadow pattern 
on the lawn. Actually, these points 
are more Important than the hlo.s- 
soms. for the blooming period is 
short, hut the foliage is with you 
throughout the growing season and 
the architectural form will delight 
the eyf the whole year round. 

* a a 

Thera are four basic forms of 
trees. The standard tree is one with a 
•ingle trunk and a spreading head 
of foliaife. The bush tree forks at or 


near groUnd level. The fastigiale or 
columnar tree Is slim, with branches 
upraLsed, and the weeping tree is a 
droftper, 

The .standai'd and bush trees lake 
up the mast room. The fa.stigiate 
tire Is ideal for the small garden, as 
It occupies little width for its height 
and gives an interesting architectural 
effect, hut too many of them de¬ 
velop a .sombre, cemetery effect. This 
goes for the weeping trees, too it 
mu:4t i.ot be overdone. 

Fa.stigiate tVees immediately 
bring to mind the conifers and. as 
the.se are a!l green the year round, 
they play an important part in gar¬ 
den design. 

* * * 

Fletcher's and Flwood's Cypress 
are probably the best known and 
both are grand trees, although I have 
some flight preference for a cousin 
called ChamarH^yporis I.Awsonlana 
erecta vliidis. The Irish Jumper is 
another superb columnar tree. 

There are plenty of columnar 
trees which are not conifers, of 
course. One only has to think of fhe 
Lombardy Poplar, for instance, which 
is definitely not for the small garden. 
The best of the lot, for my money, 


IS a lovely "Japa'rie^ cherry called 
Amanagowaactually Prunus ser- 
ruiata erecta -making a slim pillar of 
blush pink blossoms. Not very com¬ 
mon and somewhat hard to come by 
is the fastigiate Hawthorn. Cratae- 
giis monogyna stricta, a quirk-grow¬ 
ing and easy pillar tree and a par* 
tirularly happy choice for the small 
garden. 

* e ★ 

We have more weeping trees than 
you can shake a stick at and the most 
commonly planted is. of course, the 
Weeping Willow. I may he preju¬ 
diced. but 1 have never been able to 
warm up to this tree the thing re* 
mlfida me too much of graveyards. 
The weeping birchea are better, al¬ 
though Young’s variety can grow to 
quite a size in time. 

For a smaller weeping tree, my 
choice again would be from the 
family of Japanese Flowering Cher¬ 
ries, either Cheal’s Weeping or the 
weeping Yoshino cherry. An uncom¬ 
mon small weeper which wears a 
crinoline of acarlet beads in the fall 
is Cotonea.ster hyhiida pendula—ac¬ 
tually ■ shrub, but trained in the 
form of 1 small standard weeping 
tree.

1 fired a third tima 
and by then he had reached 
me. 

**He knocked the rifle back 
into my shoulder, wounding

With the bear's moulh two 
feet away, he raised his rifle 
and fired. The bear feil as 
the hunter rolled away. Mr. 
Jorgenson fired again and 
again. 


"I was screaming by this 
time and ran away to reload 
my last three .nhots which were 
In my pocket.** 

With one of the last bullets, 
the bear finally dropped. 

Jorgenson said the entire 
battle probably lasted no more 
than 30 Hect»nds but that it 
seemed like an hour. 

A doctor who treated the 
hunter's badly mauled hand at 
a nearby settlement, enter¬ 
tained his patient during the 
treatment by assuring him 


that there were no grhezlies in 
the area, and that in any rase 
the\ would not attack a human. 

After Jorgenson and mem¬ 
bers of his party returned to 
the scene of the attack, they 
found that the bear had been 
gorging on a moose carcass 
when the hunter interrupted 
the feast. 

The bear, whose perforated 
hide the hunter kept a.s a 
souvenir of his near-tragic en¬ 
counter, measured se^'en feet 
In length.-
